BY AGRICULTURAL ADTUSTVENT SECTION 


Administratiun of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act is to be facilitated by seven regional offices being established in ac- 
poreencs with instructions issued by Administrator George N. Peek and Coadmin- 
istrator Charles J. Brand. 


These offices, located in New York City, Atianta, Minneapolis, Chicago, 
Kansas City, New Orleans, and San Francisco are being set up under the licensing 
and enforcement section of the Azricultuzal Adjustment Administration and will 
be under the supervision of regional managers. Where and when necessary, 
district offices will be establismed und** the regional offices.
